WASHINGTON The colossal 
tery of American politics and an 
trary destiny has singled out 
for the presidency a man without 
soaring ambition for it, a man whé 
would rather have remained a sen- 
ator than become vice-president 
and, being vice-president, loyally 
put aside thoughts that fate might 
ust him into the place honored 
so long by Franklin D. Roosevelt 
The first man from Missouri to be 
president is Harry S. Truman.

These are average’ figures but 
they are not especially good. The 
dollars would be spent more wisely 
if more of them went for vege 
tables, fruits, milk and eggs. Ou 
of every dollar only about four 
cents go for fruit, about seven for 
vegetables and about six for eggs 
That makes only seventeen cents 
for foods which are extremely 
valuable from the standpoint of 
health 

One way to buy more vegetables 
is to learn how to use the cheaper 
cuts of meat. This will reduce the 
meat bill, which is the single largest 
item spent on the feod allowance 
In doing this, the family still has 
the necessary protein and yet there 
is more to spend on vegetables 

Fruits and vegetables have been 
called “protective” foods and aré 
really a form of protection for the 
family health.
